M. Briand, minister of public worship, 
says he thinks the pope yielded to the 
importunities of the ultramontaines, who 
are over-possessed with ‘‘the mad idea 
that out of disorder and civil war they 
will emerge triumphant. The govern- 
ment now dos not face a revolt of the 
consciences of French Catholics, but a 
purely political enterprise.” 

Cardinal to Quit Residence. 

Cardinal Richard, archbishop of Paris, 
announced today that he would leave his 
ecclesiastical residence December [2 and 
that the clergy here were preparing t° 
leave their presbyteries, etc.. upon dn- 
mand, adding that if they are driven 
from the churches they whl organize 
private religious services. 

Cardinal Richard says it is impossibic 
for the pope to agree to place religious 
services on the plane of public meetings:.

People thought [I was 
hard hearted because I did not show 
emotion in the trial of the case. I tell 
you I felt very much worried and I had 
a hard time to control myself. I did not, 
though.”

Vigorous Appeal Is Made for an 
Appropriation to Secure Cotton 
Experts for Continued 


Work in Foreign 
Markets. 


By John Corrigan. 
Washington, December 10.—(Special,)— 
Representative Livingston, of Georgia, 
secured. the floor today when the .ap- 
_propriation bill was under discussion in 
_ the house and strongly urged an appro- 
| priation of $20,000 to secure cotton ex- 
perts for continued work abroad. This 
amount was formerly raised by. the.com- 

_ mittee on appropriétions for work in 
spreading the trade in cotton fabrics in 
foreign countries. It was part of an ap- 
propriation for promoting foreign trade 
in American manufactured goods. The 
| whole item was stricken from the list of 
appropriations by a subcommittee on ap- 

propriations recently. : 

Colonel Livingston made a vigorous 
appeal for the item and urged that it be 
/amended to provide for work abroad in 
behalf not alone of cotton fabrics, but 
also of cotton seed products. All manu- 
factured products having the cotton 
plant as their basis will then be covered. 
Colonel Livingston. gave notice of his in- 
tention to urge that this appropriation be 
put in the general bill. He stressed the 
important place held by cotton in foreign 
commerce and the fact that it had last 
year turned the balance of trade in favor 
of the United States. 

He favored the action of the commit- 
tee in setting its face against the new 
spelling reform in printing public docu- 
ments. He also urged that the pay of 
congressmen’s clerks and senators’ clerks 
be equalized and all receive $!,500 a 
year, this amount to be paid them direct 
by the sergeant-at-arms.

With the close of the fiscal year 1906, 
rural delivery was in operation on 35,- 
766 routes. Since then 449 petitions 
have been accepted, and 752 routes es- 
tablished or ordered established. 

Sforts have been made to improve the 
efficiency of the service by eliminating 
duplication between star and rural 
routesfi asd a‘taining and removing cause 
of lack of patronage on the latter. 
Where daily rural free delivery has been 
found unprofitable the. service has been 
reduced to tri-weekly frequeney,.or dis- 
continued. Where routes have been dis- 
continued. patrons have been satisfactor- 
ily supplied ‘with service either through 
@ readjustment of routes, or other meth- 
ods. This readjustment has resttited in 
better services to a greater number of 
people, at a great many saving to the 
department. There are at present 6,363 
inspections of proposed routes to be re- 
ported on.

“The: ‘resignations of 4,441 carriers 
were accepted during the year, about. 12 
per cent of the carriers in the service 
June 30, 1906, and an increase of 1,559 
over the number accepted during the 
preceding fiscal year. This is the largest 
numberof carriers resigning in ary one 
year in the history of the service, be- 
ing 125 more than in 1904, when I!7 per 
cent of the carriers resigned. 

“Under the law the maximum compen- 
sation which may be paid a rural car- 
rier is: $720 per annum. They are re- 
quired to furnish and maintain their 
own conveyances, which must provide 
proper protection for the mail, be a cred- 
it to ‘the service, and be kept in a good 
state of repairs. 

‘In performing their duties rural car- 
riers are exposed to al] conditions of 
weather at all seasons of the year, which 
in some portions of the country calls

The department in- 
sists, in the interest of regular, satis€ac- 
tory service, on strict compliance with 
the schedule: of departure and arrival 
fixed for the carriers’ trips—based on 
an average rate of travel of 4 miles per 
hour. 

“The cost of horses and their mdin- 
tenance Varies greatly throughout the 
country, but a» moderate estimate of the 
original average cost of horses and 
vehicles is $275, and the estimated aver- 
age cost of -maintaining,.an outfit is 
about $250 per annum. With the daily 
wear and tear to which a carrier’s equip- 
ment is subjected, the life of the horses 
and vehicles -ranges from three to five 
years. Basted on these estimates the 
average annual cost of the, carrier's out- 
fit is. mot less than $300 to $340, if kept 
in suéh coridition as tobe a. credit to the 
posta?’ service, leaving: from $380 to $420 
for his. own labor.”

the ensuing fiscal year will require $27,- 


612,285. 
“So far during the current fiscal year 


the number of routes established has 


averaged 250 per month. With an ave- 


rage number of petitions filed of only 
890 per month, it ig mot believed the num-<- 
ber of additional carriers to be employed 
during the fiscal year 1908 will exceed 
3,000, or an average of 260 per month. 
One million seventy thousand four hun- 
dred and twelve dollars will be required 
to pay that number of carriers. To pay 
the substitutes for 39,166 carriers.on fif- 
teen days annual leave with pay will re- 
quire, it is estimated, $979,175, and the 
pay of clerks in charge of rural postal 
stations will not exceed $! 2,000. 

“Therefore, an estimate for an appro- 
priation of $29,675,000 to pay rural car- 
riers, substitutes, and clerks in charge of 
rural stations has been submitted. 
Should the maximum salary of, the car- 
riers be increased from $720 to $900 per 
annum, as recommended, it will necessi- 
tate an increase in the above estimate 
of about $4,500,000, or 15 per cent.” 

The recommendations of Mr. DeGraw, 
which follow, are of interest alike to car- 
riers and patrons of routes: 

Recommendations. 

‘l. That legislation be enacted requiring 
the following conditions precedent to the 
establishment of rural delivery service: 
(a) That there shall be a possible pat- 
ronage of 100 families on each standard 
route of 24 miles or a proportionate num. 
ber of families on shorter routes; (b) that 
roads must be in good condition, unob- 
structed by gates, with all streams 
bridged or fordable at all ordinary sea- 
sons of the year; (c) that In completing 
service in a county the average patron- 
age per route may be not less than 90 
families; and (d) that service on rural 
routes be limited to not exceeding one 
delivery and one collection daily, to be 
made at the same time. 


“2. That the maximum salary of rural. 


carriers be increased so that they may be 
paid not exceeding $900 per annum. 

“3. That rural carriers be given credit 
for experience on taking the civil service 
examination for appointment as clerks 
in postoffices or carriers in the city de- 
livery service. 

‘4. That congress fix a rate of 3 cents 
per pound or any fractional part thereof 
on books and merchandise not exceeding 
5 pounds in weight mafled at the distrib- 
uting postoffice of any rural delivery 
route’ for delivery to a patron of said 
route, or mailed by a patron of any rural 
delivery route for Welivery to a patron 
thereon or at the distributing postoffice 
of said route. Such rate should apply 


delivery route to or from a patron of 
said route. The adoption of this recom- 
mendation should carry with it a repeal 
of the provision of law which permits 
rural carriers to carry merchandise for 
hire, or its modification so as to apply 
only to merchandise which is unmailable 
under existing law.

Christiana, Norway, December 1|0.—The 
Norwegian parliament today conferreti 
the Nobel peace prize on President Roose- 


velt. 

The Americah idahetan’ Mr. Pierce, in 
an eloquent speech, thanked parliament 
in the president’s name. He said that 
words were inadequate to express the 
deep emotion which he experienced at 
receiving the distinguished testimonial in 
behalf of the president; who recently 
cabled that he regarded this prize as one 
of the greatest honors. which any man, 
in any position, throughout the world, 
The award, Mr. Pierce 
added, would deeply appeal to the hearts 
of the American people. Mr. Pierce then 
read a message from President Roose- 
velt expressing his thanks, and saying 
there was no gift he could appreciate 
more. 

The president also announced that he 
had announced to use the prize to estab- 
lish at Washington a permanent indus- 
trial peace committee with the view of 
maintaining righteous peace in the indus- 
trial world, which was as important as 
the maintenance of peace in the world of 
nations, 


Roosevelt Profoundly Gratified. 

The following is the text of President 
Roosevelt’s dispatch: 

“I am profoundly gratified and touched 
by the signal honor shown me through 
your body in conferring on me the Nobel 
peace prize. There is no gift I could ap- 
preciate more, and I wish it were in my 
power to fully express my gratitude. I 
thank you for it, and I thank you in be- 
half of the United States, for what I did 
was able to accomplish only as the repre- 
sentative of the nation of which for the 
time being I am president. 

““After much thought I thave concluded 
that the best ‘and most fitting way to 
apply the amount of the prize is by using 
it as a fund to establish at Washington 
a permanent industrial peace commit- 
tee. The object will be to strive for bet- 
ter and more equitable relations among 
my countrymen, who are engaged, wheth- 
er as capitalists or wage workers, in in- 
dustrial and agricultural pursuits, ‘This 
will carry out the purpose of the found- 
er of tne prize, tor in modern life it is 
as I present to work for the cause of 
just and righteous peace in the indus- 
trial. world as in the world of nations. 

“I again express to you the assurance 
of my deep and lasting gratitude and 
appreciation. 

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 
Prize Landed by Peirce.

For Improving Savannah Harbor. 

Senator Clay this morning introduced 
in the senate a bill providing an appro- 


harbor at Savannah. He expects the Dill 
to pass during the present session, and 
thinks the government will immediately 
begin work deepening the harbor. 

It is the purpose of the government to 
give Savannah 26 feet of water in her 
harbor, so that the largest ships afloat 
may enter the harbor. When this work 
has been finally accomplished, the port 
will be of equal importance with the 
ports of New, Orleans «and Galveston, 
both of which now outrank her. During 
the summer, the Savannah harbor was 
surveyed by Lieutenant Colonel Quinn, 
of the war department, and his report to 
congress recommends the deepening of 
th harbor to 26 feet. It 1s estimated 
the improvement will cogt in the neigh- 
borhood of $2,500,000; and Senator Clay 
has drawn his bill to conform with this 
estimate. 

For Rome’s Public Building. 

A bill providing for an appropriation 
of $50,000 to enlarge the public byilding 
at Rome was this morning introduced 
in-the senate by Senator Clay. 

Judge William T. Nefwman has recom- 
mended the enlargement; and Supervising 
Architect Taylor, of the treasury depart- 
ment, joins in the recommendation.

Judge Pendleton Has Not Yet. .Grant- 
ed Petition of Atlanta-Birming- 
ham and Prudential Insur- 
ance Companies for Re- 
moval of Pending 
Litigation. 


Yet another turn wag taken yesterday 
afternoon in the litigation against the 
Atianta-Birmingham Fire Insurance Com- 
pany and the Prudential Fire Insurance 
Company, by the filing with Judge Pen- 
dieton, in the superior court, of a mo- 
tion on the part of the defendants, the 
Atlanta-Birmingham Fire Insurance Com- 
pany and the Prudential Fire sinede-deantaied 
Company, to remove all pending Htiga- 
tion from the superior court to the Unit- 
ed States circuit court for the northern 
district. of Georgia. 

The ground of removal is the usual one 
alleged in such cases, namely, diversity 
of citizenship, it being averred that the 
plaintiffs in the three cases pending in 
the superior court are all citizens of 
other gtates than Alabama, in which the 
Birmingham-Atlanta Fire Ifsurance Com- 
pany was incorporated, and West Vir- 
ginia, where the Prudential Fire Insur- 
ance Company was incorporated. 

Judge Pendigton declined fo grant the 
petition for removal, stating that he 
was not satisfied that the statutory bonds 
$250 in each of the 
three cases, provided for the payment of 
the fees of the two receivers appointed 
by him, and the costs of their administra- 
tions, and that he would not decide the 
question until further enlightened by 
counsel wit, authorities in regard to thig 
point. 

Felder, Rountree & Wilson, representing 
the two defendant companies, presented 
the petitions for removal, contending 
that the bonds tendered were sufficient 
and all that could be required of the dee 
fendant companies. On the other hand, 
counsel for the several plaintiffs con- 
tended that the bonds tendered provided 
only for the payment of the court costs 
should the case be remanded to the state 
courts by the United States court, 

The cause of the petitions for the -re- 
moval of the litigation from the state 
court to the United States court is said 
to be for the primary reason that it is 
the recognized. rule in that court—sup- 
ported by a long line vf decisions—to 
combine litigation in courts in several 
states, recognizing the court which first 
took jurisdiction in the cause and ap- 
pointing the original receiver as ancil- 
lary receiver in the court which subse- 
quently took jurisdiction of a branch of 
the case. .

removed to the United States court, it 
is expected that Judge Newman may ap- 
point Deputy Insurance Commissioner A. 
C. Sexton, the original receiver appoint- 


ed by Judge Sayre, of Montgomery, 4s 
ancillary receiver for the assets of the 
two companies in Georgia, thus terminat-_ 
ing the duties of John M.: Slaton and A. 
J. Orme, who were appointed receivers 
for the Atlanta-Birmingham Company 
and the Prudential Company, respectively, 
by Judge Pendleton.

That the most prosperous of all coun- 
tries on earth, with a banking Capital 
equal to about 40 per cent of that of 
the entire world, is temporarily at the 
mercy of ‘the money lenders and par- 
alyzed in its activities, when it could do 
the most, is an absurdity due only to 
an antiquated currency system. On all 
sides the necessity of reform in our cur- 
rency system has been conceded, ‘I'he 
business world, the banks, as shown by 
the resolution of the National Bankers’ 
Association, the president in his message 
to congress and the secretary of state— 
they all have called attention to the ne- 
cessity of currency reform. In any 
other country the first move of the na- 
tional legislation would ‘be to take up 
the currency reform. Our congress will 
probably take time. There are too many 
politicians there to understand the neces- 
sities of trade and industry. Fortunately 
our country is rich enough to stand al- 
most anything. : 

in his report to congress, Secretary 
Shaw called attention to the enormous 
working capital of the treasury and the 
advisability to turn a good part of the 
people’s money back to the people that 
need it. And yet the secretary has come 
to the relief of the money market shab- 
bily, by offering to pay coupons of gov- 
ernment bonds in advance. This will 
bring only a little money—about $8,000,- 
Co0O—into the open market, which is like 
a drop of water on a hot stone. Sec- 
retary Shaw is too much ofge politician 
with too many political ambitions to bein 
haste with an action that the*west may 
brand as subserviency to Wall street 
gamblers.

Speculation has not been affected by it 
as the movement of stocks during the 
hours of the greatest pinch has shown. 
But trade has suffered. On’ the days 
of the highest call money rates, when 
they ran up as high as 35 per cent, cot- 
ton ibills were not salable at all. One 
of the largest foreign exchange houses 
explained this by saying that inasmuch 
as there was ordinarily only a 10 per 
cent profit in buying cotton bills for ex- 
change purposes, it was preferable to use 
the funds in the call money market, 

With greater force does this condition 
strike at our industry. Some of the 
largest and most important ones cannot 
stand higher rates than 5 per cent for 
raw material and higher wages. They 
cannot stand high rates for whatever 
working capital they need. Let this con- 
dition be overdone and the splendid struc- 
ture of our prosperity will begin to crack 
and panic and ruin will strike the people 
that don’t speculate or gamble, but work 
and make wealth, like a thunderbolt out 
of a clear sky. 

The action of the stock market shows 


money. During the time call money 
reached the highest, the reaction’in prices 
was small. The rich men who hold the 
stock have provided themselves with 
long time money and are not willing to 
unlogd at present prices, fearing that 
the egormous prosperity of the country 
will finally find proper reflection ‘in stock 
quotations, The small fry of speculators 
whose commitments cover usually a few 
days only, are the ones that are hurt, 

Dividend increases are going on side 
by side with increases in wages. This 
action shows the great confidence of the 
powers that rule finance and industry in 
the future. If the dividend increases, 
as have taken .place in Pennsylvania, 
Baltimore and Ohio, New York Central, 
Norfolk and Western, have met with poor 
reflection in the prices of these stocks, it 
is due to the desire of the magnates of 
Wall street to check speculation until 
there is an abundance of money. With 
cheap money the merits of these dividend 
increases will come to the front. 

No over speculation has been going on 
in Wall street for months. No indigesti- 
ble securities have been created. In fact, 
Wall street has behaved with unusual 
considération to the needs of tHe coun- 
try. 

A searce labor market confronts our 
industries, most of which are behind. with 
orders. The railroad equipment compa- 
nies haye orders on hand to keep them 
busy for another year. Our steel indus- 
tries are with their output far behind the 
demand. They all could use more labor- 
ers. $0 could the railroads, which are 
building Pacific coast extensions, It is 
estimated that all in all about 500° 
laborers could be employed at good wages 
at present. ‘The loudest complaints of 
scarcity of labor comes from copper 
mines and this at a time when the de- 
mand for copper is without precedent. 

The immediate prospects of Wall street 
are considered the brightest and a real 
great bull movement in stocks is liable 
to set in after New Year, when the mil- 
lions that have been useq for moving 
our gigantic crops begin to flow back 
to the money centers. The profits of 
agriculture, industry and commerce will 
then be invested in stocks and bonds, so 
Wall street figures, and the makers of 
the market expect then to have their 
harvest’ and be recompensed by big 
profits on their stock for the trying pa- 
tience they have exhibited during the last 
few months. These profits. will surely 
come, if other forces not visible or pat- 
ent at present don’t smash these san- 
guine expectations.
